1. The Firſt is their claiming Kin- 
dred of the Church of England, in 
order to engage them to eſpouſe and 
prote them.

Firſt, Tt was neither Liturgy or no Li- 
turgy, Epiſcopacy or no Epiſcopacy, was the 
Diſpute, but meer Genüine abffracted a- 
cobitiſm—and there never was any Queſtion 
offer'd to any Miniſter, whether they read 
theſe or thoſe Prayers, whether they pray'd 
in Book or off Bock, but whether they 
were qualify'd by taking the Oaths, and 
ſubſcribing the Declaration—and whether 
they pray'd for the Queen or no. ü 

Secondly, Yet after all I muſt ſubjoyr. this 
Note, that the introducing the Engliſh Li- 
turgy into Scotland, had ſeveral Arguments 
aga inſt it, which they never can reply to. 


1. That It was manifeſt, it was not at- 
tempted in Principle or out of Favour 
to the Liturgy it ſelt— but, among 
other worſe Words, to. wheedle with 
the Church of England as above, ſince 
it was never offer d to be us'd hy the 
Epiſcopal Church in Scotland, when they 
had the ſupream Authority ia their 
Hande, both Eccleſiaſtick and Civil. 

It is not their incroduciag this Wor- 
ſhip in the ir Mecting-1--uſes that lam 
upon, ar that is the Complaint— 
Their Meetings are no more allow'd by 
the Law than the Papifts, nor 'the 
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Evgliſh Liturgy any more tolerated b 
—— 2 ths the * 
What they do in the Ri-que of Pro- 
— is done as an Iavaulon of the 
Lay at the Hazard of the Deliaquent— 
And therefore this ſetting up the Eng- 
liſh Liturgy in their Mcctings is aot 
ſutficient, nor will it anſwer their End. 
But the bringing it into the Pariſh- 
Churches is the great Hint And 
this can only be done by intruding— 
which is the Thing I am now to ex- 
amine.

The Laſt of theſe is the principal Thing 
in my preſent Enquify.— And this, 
1. As it reſpects their own People, to en- 
courage them in their continued Sepata- 
tion And, 2. As it tends to diſcou- 
rage and diſquiet the People of Sconland, 
filing them wick cvnſtaut Jealouſies of the 
Government, and Fears for their eſtabliſn d 
Church, as if the Queen or the Ad mini- 
ſtration here, ſhould tacitly encourage ot 
connive at the Invaſions and Innovations 
made upon the Church of Scotland. 

Now to clear up this Point, I hall not go 
round about for Fear of ſpeaking too plain» 
ly—They. miſtake me much, that expect 
that timerous Way of arguing—to prove 
the Negative—— That the Queen and the 
Government WILL NOT do this—is 


'what theſe Gentlemen want, and think 


they have a mighty Advantage againſt us, 
in putting us upon that Difficulty z bit 
F'll returo it upon them to their Diſadvaũ- 
tage And it 1 firſt prove, that the Go- 
vernment ought aot and cannot do it, let 

them at their Peril ſuggeſt they will do it. 
The Queea is, is true, a Member of 
the. Zpi/copal Church, and the Government 
of England is Epiſcopal in general; but the 
Queen 


Queen and the Gœerument of Eng land have 
made a Treaty of Union with Scotland, in 
which they have Mpulated, agreed, cave- 
nanted, aud bound themſelves to mainmin 
the Church of Scotland as now Eftabliſh'd, 
and the Worſhip, Diſcipline, and Govern- 
ment of that Church, WITHOUT ANY

Now, will any Man have the Impudence 
to ſay, - or ſuggeſt, that the Queen ſhall 
ſuffer any Alteration in the Worſhip of the 
Church of Scorland?—— No, Gentlemen, 
let no honeſt Man in Scotland fear it, her 
Majeſty CANNOT do it—Nay, let me 
go farther, her Majefty DARE NOT do it. 
Nor are my Words unbecomiag a Subject, 
or what 1 ought to be afraid to ſpeak. Her 
Majeſty will not be diſpleas'd to hear any 
one ſay, That two Obligations in the 
World bind Her ſo, that She dare not in- 
vade them, Conſcicnce, and the Laws 
It is not Blaſphemy, ora Denying the Om- 
nipotence of Him who can do AJ) Things, 
to ſay of GOD, He CANNOT 
be, He CAN NO ceaſe to de 
or to be infinitely Good. It is no 
Breach of Duty or Reſpect to ſay, Her 
Majeſty dare not a@ againſt her Conſcience, 
or dare not abandon her Honour as a So- 
vereign— The Queen's Honour is ongag d 
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to the Laus, her Majxfty has'ſworn to go-- 
vern by them, the worſt Enemy the mA 
ment has cannot charge her Majefty with 
a Breach of them; not that unprecedented 
Addreſs of a whole Houſe of Commons to 
the Queen, to take Care of her Preroga- 
tive, could move her Majeſty ſo much 
as to give her People the leaft ſealouſie of 
it The Union is bound by the Laws of 
both, and of the united Kingdom ; and the 

n, as Queen of each Kingdom, has 
given her Royal Aﬀent, which is a ſolemn 
Engagement, never to break it And the 
untainted, uninvaded Conſcience of the 
Queen, is your Security; her Majeſty dares 
not invade her own Conſcience, and ſo may 
with the utmoſt Reſpe&, Duty, and De- 
ference be ſaid, Not to dare to break the 
Union, 

Nor has the Queen really given the leaft 
Ground for any Man to ſuggeſt, that ever 
her Majefty would break in upon ſo ſacred 
a Treaty, which makes the Suggeſtion the- 
more unkind and undutifal. 1 have been 
the plainer and the more particular in this 
Caſe ; 1. To ſuppreſs the Detign it ſelf, 
which is not only diſturbing to the People 
in Jeot land, but difhonourable to the Queen, 
and particularly barbarous in the Perſons 
that ſuggeſi it— And, 2. To give Eaſe to 
the Minds of the honeſt People in Scotland, 
among whom the Jealquũes of the Thing 
may have made any Impreſſion. 
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HO” I have not left Room to ſay 
much in this Part of the Paper, yet 
a little Piece of Juftice demands a Word or 
two from me Upon the Collection of 
Charity, for the difpoſing, planting, and

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Bread out of the Mouths of the Poor, ,, 
call it, and the like No they ſee them 
upon removing, in order to be ſettled, and 
the whole Nation mov'd by the Queen's 
Example, opening their Purſes, and giviog 
them the needful Aſiftance— Now they 
raife Slanders upon the poor Peoples Beha- 
viour— in order both to ſtreightea the 
Hands of thoſe that are inclin'd to relieve 

them, and to diſcourage and make thoſe. 
People afraid, who are preparing to receive 
and entertain them, as well in Scotlandas ia 


England.
